For Lady Brokers 
Times Are Tough 


NEW 
YORK 
(U P I) 
When Muriel Siebert became 
the first women to purchase 
a seat on the New York Stock 
Exchange, she forked over 
$445,000 for the trading 
privileges it offered. 
That was December 28, 
1967. In 1968, by her own 
account, she earned 
$1.2 
million 
in 
sales 
com­ 
missions. In 1969, commis­ 
sions were up to $1.5 million. 
Then the stock market 
began its steady glide down 
and further down, except for 
brief rallies. 


Today Muriel Siebert still 
has the exchange seat, the 
only woman holder, but now 
she could buy one for $65,000 
to $75,000. 


As for commissions, she 
said in an interview a guess 
of a 50 per cent drop “ won’t 
even touch’’ 
what’s 
hap­ 
pened to her firm which 
handles blocks of stocks in 
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the hundreds of thousands 
and millions of dollars. 
She built her broker staff 
to eight counting herself. 
About two years ago, she cut 
staff in 
half “ because 
I 
wanted to keep the business 
small anyway.” 
“ We’re still in the black,” 
said 
Miss 
Siebert 
(pronounced see-bert), “ but 
I feel like someone took my 
lollipop. 
“ I still take my clients to 
lunch, I still have the apart­ 
ment on Sutton Place (an 
elegant residential area in 
mid-Manhattan), I still drive 
my Mercedes. 
“ But when I go to Paris on 
business I don’t stay at the 
Plaza Athenee. For $105 a 
night, who needs it? My 
humility 
has 
increased 
considerably this year.” 
Miss Siebert speaks with 
candor so far as her business 
is concerned. But what about 
the plight of other women, 
with 
less 
sensational 
earnings, when brokerage 
houses are trading fewer 
stocks, prices on some of 
them are at all-time lows, 
and as a result commissions 
are way off too? 
I talked with 
various 
sources at the exchange, 
individual brokerage houses 
large and small, and with 
women brokers. 
The consensus is that there 
are fewer women brokers in 
what always has been a 
masculine world 
anyway. 
Their numbers dwindle as 
exchange members merge, 
consolidate or fold. And the 
young business types, 
in 
their 20s, seek other careers. 
This attrition is happening 
to 
both 
sexes, 
said 
a 
spokesman 
for 
M errill 
Lynch Pierce Fenner & 
Smith, the world’s largest 
brokerage house with offices 
in 280 cities. 
I found no case of women 
brokers moonlighting for 


extra income, as some men 
are. “ I haven’t heard of any 
destitute cases,” said Myrna 
Liebowitz, of 
Herzfeld 
& 
Stern, and president of the 
W om en’s 
Stockbrokers 
Association, which 
has a 
membership of 60 to 70. 
Miss 
Liebowitz, 
a 
registered broker since 1964, 
said the experienced women 
can hang in there if they 
wish. And for many, work is 
just for additional family 
income and there’s the 
husband’s salary to fall back 
on 
in case they get 
so 
frustrated they just quit. 
Some women will last out 
the slump because they’re 
handling all 
sorts of in­ 
vestments—like a Barbara 
Epstein, five years with L F. 
Rothschild, or Jane Black­ 
acre, with Paine Webber 
Jackson & Curtis, in finance 
mr 25 years. 


The women all expressed 
optimism for the market’s 
recovery.

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Energy Crisis May Cause Water Shortage 


By WILLIAM E. CLAYTON 
WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Getting the United States 
through its energy crises will 
take so much water that 
some other uses —such as 
farming —could suffer, the 
National Petroleum Council 
believes. 
The finding is one of the 
conclusions 
of an 
NPC 
survey of water availability 
in the long-term American 
energy outlook until 1985. 
“ If the water supplies are 
to be available when needed 


to develop other energy 
resources as substitutes for 
petroleum, several national 
and interstate issues must be 
resolved," the Council said. 
The report said the issues 
include: 
National 
policy 
that 
recognizes the volumes of 
water needed; 


- Federal government en­ 
couragement of building of 
new reservoirs; 
“ S ta b iliz in g " 
the 
federal, state and interstate 


policies that link water and 
energy availability; 
— The 
environm ental 
effects. 
“ In t e r s t a t e 
w a te r 
allocation compacts and 
state 
water 
resource 
authorities must recognize 
that 
some future 
energy 
resource developments will 
require reallocation of water 
supplies from other uses, 
most 
likely 
from 
agriculture,’’ the NPC said 
Because the West has such 
a big part in the energy 


future, and because water 
supply is often touch-and-go 
in that region, such water 
basins 
as 
the 
Upper 
Colorado R H e r and the 
Upper 
Missouri 
River 
become 
‘‘c ritica l.’’ 
the 
report says. 
The study looked at four 
possible levels of energy 
effort, ranging from all-out 
through 
two 
intermediate 
efforts, to a “ lowest supply 
case." 
For the all-out effort, it 
appears water in the West 


will 
be adequate under 
present allocations “ in all 
areas except Arizona and 
New Mexico,” the report 
said. 
Those states’ long-range 
projections 
of 
water 
allocation 
for 
energy 
production fall short con­ 
siderably of what now seems 
needed 
for 
an 
all-out 
nationwide energy push, the 
report said 
But that gap could be 
closed by some alternatives: 
taking 
water 
from 
com­ 


peting allocations, pumping 
water in from other states, 
weather modification ef­ 
forts. or shifting planned 
power plants to somewhere 
else 
with 
better 
water 
outlook. 
Even if supply is assured, 
the NPC pointed out. “ The 
problems of water quality 
can be expected to become 
more important in the arid 
western states as population, 
industrialization and energy 
production continue to grow. 
Assuming rigorous com­ 


pliance with 
plant 
and 
municipal effluent 
stan­ 
dards, .problems of stream 
quality deterioration 
may 
develop from diversion of 
natural flows which have 
historically 
diluted 
the 
natural ‘pollutants’ from 
mineral springs, agriculture 
return flow., and the like.”

there Would 
be no 
serious water availability 
problems" in the energy- 
important Appalachian and

Tapioca 
May Join 
Shortages 


WASHINGTON (U P I) 
A 
tapioca shortage’’ 
Maybe. And we’re talking 
about the packaged pudding 
mix, not the raw material 
that makes it up 
The question arose after a 
reader in Texas wrote that it 
was 
impossible 
to 
buy 
tapioca pudding in her area 
except 
for 
the already 
made canned variety which 
she doesn’t care for 
“ There has been none in 
our stores for over a year,’’ 
she wrote 
“ The health 
stores tell me they order it 
from California but it never 
comes. Nor are they told 
why.’’ 
The Agriculture Depart­ 
ment tells us it’s news to 
them Tapioca comes from 
the root of the cassava plant, 
widely grown in Thailand, 
Brazil, and other countries. 
The starch from the plant is 
imported into the United 
States as a flour. Imports 
have gone up and down, the 
department says, but they 
appeared to be going strong 
during the first six months of 
this year. 
The supply of the basic 
cassava root, they add, is 
“ practically unlimited.” 
But 
a check 
with 
the 
Grocery Manufacturers of 
America turns up a slightly 
different story. 
“ There is somewhat of a 
shortage” of the packaged 
pudding, a researcher there 
tells us. “ And it could 
become more so.” 
The reason, it turns out, is 
that 
tapioca 
is 
being 
diverted for use as a sub­ 
stitute for corn starch. And 
corn starch is in short supply 
for the same reason all feed 
grains are under pressure 
cost, export demands, poor 
weather conditions and so 
on 
In addition some tapioca is 
being used in a mix for 
animal feed 
substituting 
again for the more expensive 
usual feed grains. 
At this pQint the shortages 
of packaged tapioca pudding 
mix appear to be isolated in 
a few places in the country. 
There are no predictions on 
how severe the shortages 
eventually will become.

Falmouth, Mass., asks how 
food merchandisers can get 
away with naming a product 
after a natural ingredient 
when

ingredient is an imitation. 
She cited- a 
“ blueberry 
waffle” product which, on 
reading the label, turns out 
not to have real blueberries 
in it after all.

Phillips Students 
Studying Death 


EN ID , Okla. (U P I) - A 
field trip to a mortuary is 
hardly a normal activity for 
a college class, but then little 
about the “ Sociology of 
Death and Dying’’ course at 
Phillips University fits the 
academic stereotypes 
Brian Hinson, co-owner of 
the Henniger-Allen Funeral 
Home, hosted Prof. Lloyd 
Taylor’s 26 students during a 
three-hour session that in 
volved a tour of the facilities, 
a brief presentation by 
Hinson and a question and 
answer session. 
The tour included the 
chapel, state rooms, family 
and 
waiting 
rooms, 
preparation room and casket 
display rooms 
“ The purpose of the course 
is to deal with this very 
common human problem 
and see it in a sociological 
and anthropological per­ 
spective,’’ Taylor said. “ It is 
an area most Americans are 
shielded from.” 
Hinson said, “ most college 
students have had no contact 
with 
death 
whatsoever. 
Many 
have 
a 
misun­ 
derstanding of what death is 
and what funeral homes do 
“ People tend to feel it’s an 
unpalatable job that needs to 
be done, and they don’t 
realize a lot of good living 
value can come out of it.” 
Taylor said he .felt the 
firsthand 
experience 
of 
visiting the mortuary would 
give his course an added 
dimension. 
“ Questions are triggered 
by 
seeing 
things 
at 
the 
funeral 
home that 
would 
never arise in a person’s 
mind otherwise," he said 
“ It can open new areas of 
thinking for the individual.’’ 
The students’ responses 
have been favorable. 
“ It’s interesting to see it 
from a professional perspec­ 
tive,” said Carolyn Blake, a 
sophomore from Pawhuska, 
Okla. 


“ If for instance someone 
in my family was critically 
ill or dying in the hospital, I 
think I’d be able to handle it 
a lot better now that I ve had 
a lot of the feelings that 
person is experiencing ex­ 
plained to me.” 
In evaluating the course, 
Taylor mentioned a student 
who was confronted with two 
deaths 
in 
his 
immediate 
family soon after he took the 
course. 
“ This 
person,” 
the 
professor said, “ proved to be 
the steadying influence in 
the family.”

A. This type of levy was 
first proposed by Millard 
Fillmore.

Later, it became known 
simply as the sir tax, or, in 
the south, the suh tax. From 
which came surtax.

economic proposals fail to 
halt inflation, Ford can 
claim they were designed to 
save fuel. 
And if fuel

A. The President was 
referring to a transportation 
concept, still largely in the 
experimental stage, that in­ 
volves moving people about 
on their own feet. 
Tests 
show 
this 
is 
technologically possible. But 
like solar energy, it has not 
been proven commercially 
feasible. 
Feet still have many bugs 
that 
must 
be 
eliminated 
before they will be suitable 
for mass transportation. 
The chief drawback 
is 
their limited range, which 
presently is even less than 
electric cars. The average 
pair of feet will only go three 
or four blocks between rest 
stops. 
Q. How does the Com­ 
munity Improvement Corps

1930s? •

Under

new 
program, when 6 per cent of 
the workers are unemployed 
they will be given CIC jobs.
